K. McWilliams discussed the changes to the Amendmb&mder Section 357 on the second page they
deleted a statement that said “Recreational Cantpaigns are allowed only in conforming Recreational
Campgrounds or Camping Parks and are not allowadchion-conforming Recreational Campground or
Camping Park”. Also deleted from that same secttas a statement that said “Recreational Camping
Cabins are permitted to be used for seasonal usggdsummer and winter seasons but not for yeandou
usage”.

On the third page of the Amendment there was sald#i@anal language put in to revise Paragraph A as
follows:
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1. The seasonal nature of a recreation campgroundmping park needs to be reviewed and
approved by the Planning Board during the siéa péview process.

2. In establishing the seasonal nature of theeatiom campground or camping park, the
Planning Board will ensure that it is not for geaund residency.
3. Campsites in a recreation campground or canmyénk can be used by tents, recreational

vehicles, and/or recreational camping cabinse diteas proposed for any of these uses
shall be approved by the Planning Board durimgsite plan review process.

Sylvia Leggett from Roberts Knoll Campground spotégarding a couple of items that are redundant and
need to be combined with another Section.

K. McWilliams explained that this is the last PaliHearing that the Board can hold. They can make
editorial changes to the amendment tonight but camake substantial changes to the amendment.
